The Bugineer of the lauach * Fook On” suid 
he wasfin the engine room at ihe time of the

Thon tho coxawain shouted to him to go ahead, 
which he did. Li Muk was the man who, {old 
him to gi abead. After going ahead for throo 
or four squads tue ' Hiungahan” atrack the 
Jaguch, ‘Tho witness climbed. up’ on to the 
stenmor. Ho saw the enxawain in tho wator 
and noticed a passing sampan pick him up, : 

Sergeaut Jackson, who was in charge of No. 7 
Police Jannoh, suid he arrived just after the 
collision and picked up one man ont of the 
water, the remainder wore pivked up bya sam- 
pan, Afterwards witness ‘took (hase four mon 
aboard the “ Heungshan.”

The first rica arop is very anoven this year, 
owing to the late spring and the lack of water. 
Some of the crop has! oan out, but other portions 
remnin green yet, Neither is tho yield of graia 
upto the average of past years, but a great 
many. fislde that wore allow:d tobe waste for 
want of water ara now baing ploughed in 
Yeadiness for the second crop. 

Among tho other crops peanuts and sugar 
enne look very healthy, especially the former 
which may be expected to yield a good crop.

THE TAIREN CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS, 


A Toairen mesange to the Asahi gives the 
provisional Regulations of the Customs House 
of the lonwed district of Kwangtung, ag published 
by General Oxhima, Governor-General of 
Kwantung, 

Tho Kegulation roads :— 

Artiole I.— On forvign articles imported from 
abroad or articles made of foreign materisls, 
when imported ints the interior, Customs duty 
shall be imposed, 

Ou foreign articles imported from Chinese 
open ports, whon imported into tho interior 
import duty shall ba imposed, whan the official 
receipt for theduly cannot be produoad, 

When foreign articles imported from Chineso 
open. ports have bien consumed in the loased 
distric', ov ro oxportod from the bmased district, 
reimbursement of th duty poid oan bo obtainad 
frum {ho Customs Hongo of port at which tha 
duty was paid only on presentation of the pay- 
ment of thy duty issued by the (Juatoms antho- 
ritios at the port of shipmont. 

Articole II.—On Chineso urticles imported 
from Chinese dpen ‘ports, whon imported 
inte tho intorior, opon prosentation of tho 
receipt of duty paid on thom, consting-trade duty 
shall bs imposed, 

Article T!J.—On Chinese articles imported 


of the receipt of the duty paid on them, a sum 
equal to thaimport duty due on such articles 
shall be deposited at the Customs House, When 
any dishonest piactice ix discoverad cn the part.

Articlh XV.—The preceding two Articles 
shall not be applied to arme, ummunition, é&c., 
for the use of the Japanese army, navy or polive. 

Art‘cle XVI. to XXT. stipulate the procedure 
relating to.the entrance or clearance of shipsat 
tho Customs, and for the passage through the 
Customs of goods exported or imported. 

Articl XXIT.—A Customs pormit must ba 
obtained for the transkipment of goods, Goods 
transbipped withcat obtaining a Customs pormit 
will be configested, and the captuins of vests 
concerned may be fined according to circums- 
tancer. 

Articole XXITin-Tho rates of tho duties 
imposed on goods passing through tho Customs 
areas follows — :

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THE INDIAN BUDGET. 


ME, MORLEY AND THE AGITATOR. 


Mr. Morloy’s second Indian Budget statement 
will probably rank og one of tho most important 
of modern times, Jt was delivered under con- 
ition of unusual diffloulty. The B oretary for 
Indio, o-man of pronounced Ladieal views, 
found himself confronted with  siluation in 
which it ‘was impossible, without sacrifloing 
both Imperial and Indian interests, to carry out, 
the principles of administration with which ho 
has long been prominently associated in 
connection with Irsand, and which part 
of the politieal goapol of many of 
bis friends on the Governmont side of 
tho House, He has taken the course which. was 
expected of him’ by all who Lave watched his 
action while at tho’ India Office. Pulitical

His spoeoh was a splendid vindication of tho 
systom of govorument cow in op2ration in 
India, Certain changes were: indeed fore- 


Shadowed, and an, ingairy.into the question of 


over-contralisution was practically promised, 
but Morloy put his foot down firmly on the 
suggestion that India should be left to govern 
ilgelf, and ho insisted that at all costs order 
must and would be maint ined, « 

_ Tt was not o largo Houso'as Houses go 
in those strenuous times, but is was unnasually 
large for on Indian night. While thore were 
@ ocrriuin namber of gaps on the benches 
tehind the Governmeatand still more on the 
Opposition side, the Strangers’ Gulleries were

Then, in o. fine possage, he 
warucd the Houseof the need of reserve in the 
ngrunge it nacd: © What is paid bere is 
overheard thousands of miles away by 9 great 
and complex community... by one: friends, - 
‘wmt-bythoso whom Iam afraid [ must ‘reluc 
tontly o. {our enemies.”

Then, apeaking with much omphasis and delibera- 
tion, he assorted that it would have been absurd 
for the Government in the faco of the risk of & 
eomflagration not {o -have uscd the weapon of 
deportation, and he added, amid loud opposition 
cheers, “I myse'f have no apology, whatever lo 
offer.” He confessed that political friends had 
told bim that ‘he was outraging the principles of 
hie life, His reply wag that for along time to 
come India must be tho theatre of absolute and 


“porsohal government and that inconsistency 


botween his condsot now and his conduct in 
relation 1o Ireland could uly be established by 
showing that Ireland and Tudia were on the 
same footing. And ha quoted pacssge frow 
Jobn €&tuart Mill's book on Representative 
Govornmont in support of his action, — 

Mr. Morley went on to argert that British 
administration in India would boa groat . deal 
more popular if it were a trifle less efficiont. and 
a trifle more elastic. “Our danger,” ho snid,

He added now that British rule would continue, 
must contivne, and onzht to continue. - ‘There 
is.” he anid, “a school of those who say (hat we 
might wisely walk out cf India. Anybody who 
pictnres to himself the dnarchy, the bloody chaos, 
that would follow from sveh a withdrawal would 
shrink from any euch posifion.”
